at Parley Seeking a Remedy 


In admit there are inequalities in 
tax valuations on homes,” said Ed-

“Well, I should say there are inequal- 
ities," said Mrs. Martin Katt, 6917 
South Carpenter street.

Litsinger Replies to Fairweather.
